In recent years, town council has been working to 
change the language in bylaws, policies and other 
official documents to make them easier to read, as 
part of the Plain Language Policy, which is currently 
in development and expected to make it to council 
this month, according to officials. 

At the Committee of the Whole meeting on 
Tuesday, July 16, councillors met with Laura Crowe, 
a local who is heavily involved in writing and editing 
in the area. 

Crowe was requested by council to review some 
of the town’s official documents to see what kind of 
work needs to be done to simplify them and make 
them easier to understand, says Mayor Brian 
Wittal. 

She said at the meeting that though there are some 
documents that already allow for ease of reading, 
there are still some that could be changed to make 
them more easily understood, he said. 

CAO Roy Brown noted that eight years ago, there 
was a concerted effort to do this, but there has not 
been as much done in the last three years as council¬ 
lors would have liked to see. 

“I think council should be doing it, but it is not just 
something we’re going to be doing for six months — 
it’s a six-year project,” said Brown. 

Coun. LaVar Adams noted once a bylaw or policy is 
written, they often become living documents, which 
adds to the challenge. 

“They are going to change over time for the needs 
that need to be met at that time,” said Adams.

The Didsbury Army 
Cadets Corps recent¬ 
ly celebrated its 25th 
year in operation and 
Nicholas Botham 
of Sundre, a former 
Didsbury cadet who 
graduated, or aged out' 
of the corps last August, 
wanted to share some of 
the reasons he supports 
the program. 

As cadets need to be 
between the ages of 12 
and 19 years old, when 
Botham turned 19 last 
August, he had to leave 
the corps, which he had 
been in since 13, he said. 

He thinks so highly 
of the program, how¬ 
ever, that he wants to 
return as an officer, 
and is currently waiting 
to hear back from the 
recruitment centre in 
Edmonton, he said. 

“I think it’s a really 
good program. You get 
a lot of experience and 
you get to meet some 
really good people," said 
Botham. 

“You could probably 
hear the same thing 
from just about every 
other cadet, but the 
times that you get to 
go out to the summer 
training centres, those 
are generally the best 
times,” he added. 

Generally, the sum¬ 
mer camps run from 
two to seven weeks 
long, depending on 
the level of the cadets, 
and he explained that 
the camps are based 
solely around complete 
immersion in cadet life. 

“You’re out there 
doing training in some 
sort of field that you’re 
interested in - they have 
courses on marksman¬ 
ship, drill ceremonial, 
expedition - you could 


kind of say it’s camping 
on steroids,” he said. 

“You get to meet a 
bunch of new people, 
see old friends that you 
get to see them once 
a year but it's like you 
never left - it’s very easy 
to pick back up on those 
friendships.” 

Another great experi¬ 
ence he had was in 2010, 
when he was given the 
opportunity to go on a 
glacier trek expedition, 
which was all paid for 
by the cadet program. 

“I got to go 
up into the 

Rockies and 
spent a week 
up there, sum- 
rnited three dif¬ 
ferent peaks, 
and spent a lot 
of time on the 
ice, just wan¬ 
dering around, 
and we did 

some crevasse 
rescue train¬ 
ing," he noted. 

“It was a real¬ 
ly awesome 
experience. 

The guides we 
had up there said that if 
any other person went 

up to do this, it’d be 

several thousand dollars 
each, whereas for us, it 
was all covered under 
the cadet program. 

“It was an awesome 
experience - there’s 
nothing quite like stand¬ 
ing and looking around 
and being eye level with 
the clouds," he said. 

Besides all the fun 
activities and excur¬ 
sions, he noted cadets 
also taught him a pleth¬ 
ora of life skills, and 
helped him grow as a 
person. 

“Time management 
was an important skill,” 
he said. “Instead of run¬ 
ning around like a chick¬ 
en with your head cut 


off, you can sit there 
and plan out.. and it just 
helps to keep you orga¬ 
nized." 

The interpersonal 
skills he learned have 
also been helpful in his 
personal life, because 
with the camps, cadets 
leave their homes and 
family, and are thrown 
into a completely new 
group of people, most of 
whom they have never 
met. 

“You still have to 
work with them and be 
able to live 
with them, 
because the 
barracks 
we sleep in 
are 50 peo¬ 
ple to a side 
and there’s 
no divi¬ 
sions. You 
think of the 
stereotypi¬ 
cal army 
barracks 
and that’s 
exactly 
what you're 
going to 
find,” he 

said. 

“So you get really used 
to being able to work 
with a whole bunch of 
different types of peo¬ 
ple, which is really use¬ 
ful anywhere (in life).” 

He said it’s also an 
exercise in self-depen¬ 
dence, as many of the 
cadets rarely get out of 
their homes and away 
from their parents, espe¬ 
cially for an extended 
period of time. 

“Camp helps with that 
as well, because it helps 
bring in the fact that 
you are on your own 
right now. You're with 
all these other cadets, 
but you’re away from 
mommy and daddy, so 
you kind of have to learn 
to adjust to that, which 
makes it even easier - 
for example - when you 
have to move out to go 
to university or college.” 

Along with the inter¬ 
personal skill develop¬ 
ment, he said that some¬ 
times, cadets don’t get 
along with each other, 
but they still have to 
work together. 

This, he said, gives 
them advantages in real 
life when they can’t help 
who they work with. 

“There are some 
things you have to put 
up with, in certain types 
of people, or have to 
follow orders from peo¬ 
ple you really disagree 
with when you think it 
should be done another 
way," he said. 

“But, you kind of deal 
with it and learn to hold 
off on those grudges and 
just get the things done 
that need to be done.” 

Botham is currently 
working at Jiffy Lube in 
Sundre for the summer 
and will be returning for 
his second year of engi¬ 
neering at the University 


of Alberta this fall. 

Captain Dave Kenney 
of the Didsbury corps 
also had some great 
things to say. He has 
been with the group for 
the last two years, and 
also spent a year there 
in 2002-2003, he said. 

As the captain, he is 
the commanding officer 
(CO) and supervises all 
the cadet officers in their 
duties, and helps guide 
the cadets during their 
tenure, he explained. 

“There’s different 
positions in the corps, 
and they all report to 
me,” said Kenney. 

He does mentoring of 
leadership with cadets 
as the CO, and he also 
does community liason 
work and maintains rela¬ 
tionships with sponsors 
like the Didsbury Elks 
and the Department of 
Defence. 

“CO is a lot of inter¬ 
action with community 
and supporters, stuff 
like that, as well as 
overall administration,” 
he noted. 

He joined the cadets 
to basically work with 
youth in the community, 
he said. 

“I’d looked around and 
saw a lot of teens that 
could use some extra 
mentoring. In the aver¬ 
age family, parents only 
spend so much time in 
the day with a child, so 
who’s impacting our 
kids and communities 
by working with youth?" 
he noted. 

The Didsbury corps 
currently has 22 cadets, 
with the gender gap split 
fairly equally, he said, 
and he ei\joys being able 
to mentor them and help 
them become good citi¬ 
zens, as well as set them 
up with the skills they 
need to enter adulthood. 

“I think it is so neat to 
see a timid 12-year-old 
who comes in and some¬ 
times they’re afraid of 
their own shadow - 
they're shy, they don’t 
look you in the eye 
and are nervous to get 
involved. 

“To see that young 


person evolve and 
develop, and in the last 
year (in cadets) they’re 
a confident young per¬ 
son who’s not afraid to 
lead others or to teach, 
and who have some real 
life skills. That's why I 
joined," he said. 

Though he was never 
a cadet, he joined main¬ 
ly so he could give back 
to the community, he 
said, noting that senior 
cadets are often given 
teaching roles and pass 
their knowledge and 
skills to the younger 
ones. 

“In the first year, you 
learn personal skills, 
how to march, how to 
take care of yourself in 
the bush, wear and take 
care of a uniform, and 
give you some confi¬ 
dence so you know you 
can look after yourself.” 

In the second year, 
the cadets start learning 
skills and how to work 
effectively in a team 
environment, he said. 

“Third and fourth 
year, they are taught 
how to teach. We give 
them lessons on how to 
teach a class, develop 
leadership skills, man¬ 
age others, and accom¬ 


plish a task by working 
with others.” 

By the sixth year in 
cadets, they are cement¬ 
ing the skills they’ve 
learned by doing them, 
he said. 

He noted the Didsbury 
Elks were instrumental 
in starting the cadets 
25 years ago, as each 
cadet corps has a local 
sponsor. Though often 
it is the local legion, 
in Didsbury’s case, the 
Elks stepped up to the 
plate, he added. 

“They promote, help 
find staff when needed, 
and provide funding 
and a space to meet,” 
he said. 

“As part of that, they 
like to promote army 
cadets, and this year’s 
Didsbury parade in 
August, they’ve declared 
it to be (cadets- 
themed),” he added. 

He said many cadets 
are off for summer train¬ 
ing in Vernon, Penhold, 
Cold Lake, Whitehorse 
or Ottawa, and some 
even go to Europe. The 
day of the parade, Aug. 
17, is when many come 
back, so he is hoping 
that some will be able 
to participate and ei\joy.

Beefing up 
anti-bullying fight 
a good move

Affecting far too many young people, including 
right here in West Central Alberta, bullying is one of 
the great downsides of the education experience in 
Alberta in 2013. 

Whether it’s through face- 
s v to-face or online bullying, the 

victimization of students by 
other students makes life dif¬ 
ficult and in some tragic cases 
even intolerable. 

No question, bullying is one 
of the most pressing social 
issues facing this province 
and something that must be 
addressed. As such, MLAs 
from all parties have an ongo¬ 
ing obligation to work hard 
with educators, parents and 
young people themselves to 
bring about a reduction in 

bullying in Alberta. 

Last week, the Redford government took what may 
prove to be an important step in the anti-bullying 
fight, announcing that it has created a new associate 
cabinet position tasked with fighting bullying, as well 
as fighting violence against women and the exploita¬ 
tion of children. 

MLA Sandra Jansen will hold the new associate 
minister position, making her the highest-ranking 
government official to ever be tasked specifically 
with fighting bullying in Alberta. 

“We’re going to put in new measures to fight bul¬ 
lying, new measures to fight human trafficking and 
the sexual exploitation of women and children,” said 
Jansen. 

Premier Alison Redford added: “There’s been a 
number of best practices right across the country, 
but to actually pull those pieces together in a way 
that we can ensure has an impact on children today, 
immediately, is very important.” 

Jansen, who was elected in 2012, may announce 
new anti-bullying measures when the new session 
of the legislature gets underway this fall. Hopefully, 
those plans will include concrete steps to turn the 
tables on bullies, making them pay a much heavier 
price for their cruel actions. 

Meanwhile, official Opposition Wildrose justice 
critic Shayne Saskiw questions whether a new asso¬ 
ciate minister position is really necessary. 

“Protecting families and communities should be 
the No. 1 priority of any government, but one 
would expect the requirements under this role would 
already fall under the nunister of justice and Solicitor 
General combined with the human services minis¬ 
ter," said Saskiw. 

Despite their political differences, MLAs should 
realize that wit h the well-being and health of Alberta’s 
young people at stake, the anti-bullying fight will, in 
the end, need to be .ill about cooperation and team¬ 
work. 

When bullying makes students afraid to pursue 
their rightful educations it is a black mark on 
Alberta, hurting both current and future generations 
of Albertans. 

With that in mind, MLA Jansen will hopefully take 
her new position very seriously - because students, 
parents and other Albertans are counting on her to 
help get the anti-bullying job done.

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Lions sponsor optometry equipment for Malawians

Though the Didsbury 
Lions Club does a great 
deal of work within 
the community to help 
people through various 
initiatives, it also recent¬ 
ly helped fund some 
optometry sets that were 
sent to Malawi to be used 
by students and gradu¬ 
ates in their practice. 

Dr. Allan Jones, who 
works with a registered 
charity called Canadian 
Vision Care (CVC), 
recently delivered five 
optometry kits, spon¬ 
sored by area Lions 
clubs to an optometry 
school in Malawi, and 
said the kits will be used 
for up to 20,000 eye 
exams apiece. 

“This kit, to give you 
an idea, will be utilized 
for the next 25 or 30 
years," said Jones. 

“So if you think how 


many eyes will be tested 
just because of their gen¬ 
erosity, it’s quite amaz¬ 
ing.” 

The whole idea started 
when Jones and one of 
his CVC colleagues were 
invited to speak to the 
Lions clubs in the area 
at a dinner in Cremona, 
and explain the kinds of 
work they do, he said. 

Normally, CVC optom¬ 
etrists visit various loca¬ 
tions in South America 
and provide them with 
optometry sets that are 
used by both students 
and to provide vision 
care for people in those 
countries, he noted. 

More recently, an 
optometry school 
opened up in Malawi and 
the CVC helped fund and 
build a clinic for gradu¬ 
ates to practise in, he 
added. 

“This is a case where 
we’re actually teaching 
them how to fish, and 


we’re letting them do it 
in their own communi¬ 
ties," he said, adding that 
he himself bought five 
kits last Christmas and 
gifted them to Malawian 
graduates in each of his 
five siblings' names. 

“Which is fantastic, 
because for Malawi 
and the surrounding 
countries, there’s prob¬ 
ably close to 100 million 
people and there’s no 
optometrists,” he said. 

Once Jones had fin¬ 
ished addressing the 
attendees, one Cremona 
member stood up and 
pledged money towards 
a kit - about $1,200 - 
and challenged the other 
clubs to do the same. 

The best thing about 
this experience, he 
added, is that he didn’t 
come to talk to the clubs 
to ask for donations. 

“Lions clubs have 
always helped us in the 
countries we go, and they 


get money from Lions 
Clubs International,” he 
said, noting that vision 
care is one of the Lions’ 
initiatives. 

“When they heard that 
I’d actually bought the 
first five, they started 
challenging each other 
to do it. 

“They came up to the 
plate without me even 


asking, which to me, I 
couldn’t believe it.” 

Didsbury Lions presi¬ 
dent Bruce Smith said 
that the service club was 
happy to ac cept the chal¬ 
lenge by the Cremona 
Lions to sponsor a kit, 
and that a sponsorship 
like this just shows how 
international the Lions 
Club really is. 


“Lions are the biggest 
international club in the 
world,” said Smith. 

“Our motto is ‘We 
Serve,’ so we serve local¬ 
ly, but we also serve 
worldwide too. So it’s 
good for people to know 
we’re not just an old 
boys club, it’s a club that 
serves the world.”

The Didsbury 

Hospital’s food drive was 
a huge success, pulling 
in a total of 1,294 pounds 
worth of groceries and 
$230 in cash, which were 
delivered to flooding vic¬ 
tims last month, accord¬ 
ing to officials. 

Leone Regner, an 
administrative assis¬ 
tant for the Didsbury 
Hospital, said the 
Strathmore, Airdrie and 
Didsbury hospitals - all 
part of the Rural North 
Zone of Alberta Health 
Services - competed to 
see which facility could 
bring in the most dona¬ 
tions. 

The three hospitals 
brought in a grand total 
of just over 1,941 pounds 
and $320 in cash, mean¬ 
ing that the residents 
of Didsbury brought in 
more donations than 
Strathmore and Airdrie 
combined. 

“We did well,” said 
Regner. “I want to thank 
everybody for partici¬ 
pating and supporting 
this food drive. I’m very 
proud to be part of a 
community like that.
